: "JOCKEY: :

Vl) tell you how 1 mesmerised Afinnts. 
Minnle was not a lady but a horse, of rather 
a filly, and I think I succeeded {In mesmerising 
the onlookers, as well as the mare. | : 

Early tn the alxtles I was ‘first jockey for the 
Hongarlan Jockey Clab, and my duties when at 
home were simply to ride and exercise for two or 
three hours in the, early morning, after which 
Twas finshed for the day, In the afternoon 
I would often take asparehorse and, calling iny 
dogs, go for. long ride about the’ country by 
myself, visiting the relghbouring villages, or go 
for 2 few miles along the beautifel Danube. 

One day we had a little bay two-year-old 
filly, named Adnnts, sent us to train for the 
Actomn Nursery, run at Pesth, the capital of 
Hungary, and about seven miles from Rakes 
Palota,” where ovr tralntog establishment was, 
situated. The house was a pretly oné-storled 
ville, somewhat Ilallan In point of architecture, 
the whole front covered with convolvus, creep- 
ing geraniums, etc. There was a large circular 
fawn {n front surrounded by Illsc trees, At the 
back of these, on efther side, were the atables., 

The day after Affnnte's arrival, the Trainer 
put one of the stable boys on her, and sent him, 
\with two other horses, to walk round the lawn,
